In the first 
half of 1O50, It produced 3.8M.000 can and 
trucks in the United States and Canada-a 
pace or about 7,600,000 vehicles a year. TTiflt 
compares with 6,533,641 turned out In 1D49, 
the aU-tlme peak year. 

Housing construction, another malnatay of 
the economy, has also ^een smashtag 
records; New housing atarU for six months 
of im toUl 687.000. It that rate could be 
maintained aU year the IBSO output woU^d 
be dose to 1.300,000 dwellings. The all -time 
high, set In IBM, la Just over 1,000.000. 

In June the Index of Industrial produc-

ONLY SOLUTION 
Baclt In tho 1030's King Leopold HI ot 
Belgium was a popular figure not too fat 
down the scale from the now Duke of Wind- 
sor. When Leopold's first wife. Queen Astrld. 
was klUed'ln on automobile accident, sym- 
pathy was voiced everywhere. 

World war n turned that ■ sympathy to 
criticism, and lor some, to hate. For on 
May 28, 1940, ]ust 18 days after Hitler In- 
va'dfd France arid the low countries, "Leopold 
suddenly surrendered Belgium to the nasls. 

The British and the French were shocked 
and outraged. Tho Belgian flank of their 
armies was left dangerously exposed, has- 
tening their defeat and the eventual evacua- 
tion at-Dunkcrquc. The allies claimed Leo- 
pold gave them no warning. 

Until 1044 the nazls held- him prlioner In 
Belgium, but then they moved him Inland 
to Germany. Little was really known ot his 
circumstances then, but rumors circulated 
that the king was Uvlng well under his nazl 
conquerors. 

After the war he lived In exile while his 
country debated whether to return him to 
his throne. The Belgian parliament finally 
decided by a fairly close majority that Leo- 
pold should come 'back. 

But his recent return to Brussels proved 
only that his bitter opponents had not given 
up the fight. ■ 

The Belgian Socialists, spearheading the 
opposition, made clear to Leopqld and the 
government that civil war was certain unless 
the king got out. Tlia country was deeply 
divided. 

But Leopold Is o man who wants to "be king. 
Only und^r extreme, pressure from 'his 
frlpnds, who po.iod the threat ot revolution, 
- did he Jlnally-ylEld. anrt asmrce .to .a!ltllcalei_ 

Tempornrlly he has trahatcrred his power 
to his 19-year-old sffn. Prince Baudoln. who 
will formally take over the throne on his 31st 
blrthdoy In September, 1951. 

Leopold's personal tragedy in this outcome 
is great. He defendG his capitulation to Hll- 
.-^-lefcottit he Kround- that, defeat w as inevitable. 
— an d- h o was dolermlneQ.WsaTe-liTCs: ^ 

The Issue being so clearly disruptive of 
Belgian unity. Leopold's withdrawal is the 
only sane solution. Belgium, a small but In- 
dispensable member of the free western com- 
munity of nations, can't afford Interna! strife 
at this moment In world history. 
. Leopold must leave to the Judgment ot 
careful World war II historians the question 
ot the wisdom of his 1940 surrender to Hit- 
ler. It Is now an old story that has no plact 
amid ttaa nev *tToublaB of 1050.
